A cting on the tip, a 27-year-old 
i man, a persistent violator of n a r ­ 
cotics laws and a form er bootleg­ 
ger, w as arrested w ithin fifteen 
m inutes. He w as taken to the c o u n ­ 
ty jail w here he was quizzed by 
agents of the secret service.

Holiday Shopping Rush Brings Chance 
For The Passers of Bogus Money 


Handlers of Counterfeit' Money Usually Do Not Know the Origin of the Bills, 
Which They Convert to Legal Tender by Making Small Purchases to Obtain 
as Much Change as Possible— Some Ways to Detect Fakes.

In The Kansas City Star 


Four days before Christmas last 
year a sharp-eyed cashier in a 
downtown store scrutinized a $10 
bill she had bean handed by a 
c’erk in payment for a set of cuff 
links and a pair of m en’s slippers. 
Although she saw that the note 
appeared to be counterfeit, the 
cashier 
calmly 
changed 
it 
and 
handed a sales receipt and change 
to the clerk. She told the clerk to 
obtain a description of the custom­ 
er who stood just out of view. As 
the man walked out of the store, 
confident that he had escaped de­ 
tection, the clerk reported to the 
cashier who called the police. 
Acting on the tip, a 27-year-old 
4 man, a persistent violator of n ar­ 
cotics laws and a former bootleg­ 
ger, was arrested within fifteen 
minutes. He was taken to the coun­ 
ty jail where he was quizzed by 
agents of the secret service. 
Later the same day two other 
men, members of a passing team, 
were arrested in their hotel room 
on information offered by the first 
person arrested. They had become 
suspicious over their accomplice’s 
unexplained 
absence, 
and 
were 
preparing to leave town when the 
agents arrived. 


A l l Now in Prison 
All three men now are serving 
federal prison terms, and the of­ 
ficial records of the case have been 
marked completed by the secret 
service. All had long police records 
*in Midwestern states.

Counterfeit money 
passers again will be active, un­ 
usually so, Krill predicted, because 
their chances of success are en­ 
hanced when stores are jammed 
with customers

The three men who w ere a r­ 
rested before Christmas last year 
were convicted on charges of hav­ 
ing passed seven counterfeit $20 
bills and eight $10 bills. F ortunate­ 
ly, from the viewpoint of othei in­ 
tended victims, their careers were 
halted before they could pass 290 
more bogus $10 bills found in their 
possession.
